Handsome Ranch House

The handsome two-story residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. Hurwitz, on the cor­ 
nel* of Glendora and Cienega boule­ 
vard, was completely gutted by fire 
shortly after 3 o'clock on Thursday 
morning.

conference 
held at the Reed schoolhouse on Mon­ 
day and Tuesday of this week was 
very well attended/ over one hundred 
children 
appearing for registration. 
There 
were 
three 
doctors and two 
nurses sent out from the Los Angeles 
headquarters to conduct the examina­ 
tion, and they .were assisted by Dr. 
Fingerle and Mrs. G. K. Abbott of 
Covina. One of tho doctors was Dr. 
Hara, a Japanese physician, who came 
to look after any Japanese 
children 
that might be presented. The mothers 
seomed very well satisfied 
with the 
examination, and were relieved in a 
great many cases of some anxiety, for 
they felt free to nsk the doctors all 
kinds of questions. 


These baby conferences are a war 
measure for child preservation 
insti­ 
tuted by the government, and are en­ 
dorsed by tho American Red Cro3s, 
National, State, and County Council of 
Defense, also by the Stute Medical So­ 
ciety and the State Board of Health.

only two foreign children

day and Friday. 


Because something went wrong at the 
plant of the Owl Fumigating Company 
at Azusa Tuesday night, an accident of 
some kind that has not been explained, 
thoro are seven people who had a nar 
row escape from complete asphyxiation 
from cyanogen gas. 
Among them were 
Mr. and Mrs. Harvey M. Brubakcr of 
Covina, who happened to be at the plant 
at the most unfortunate moment. 


Mr. Brubaker says that tho company 
which makes the cyanogen gas and li­ 
quid gas for fumigating, 
telephoned 
him after business hours that they must 
have lubricating oil, and he made 
special trip in a small runabout, taking 
his wife with him. 
When they were 
just about to stop at' the plant, they 
ran into escaping gas. 
Brubaker was 
unable to protect his nose and mouth 
while driving, and tho gas: almost im­ 
mediately rendered him .unconscious 
His. wife kept a handkerchief over her 
"ace^and managed'toirtp^.tW' 


liftm Dingle, the proprietor, who made a 
dash out of the building. 
Harry Hen­ 
dricks, one of the employes was ren­ 
dered unconscious. 
The others 
were 
badly gassed, but managed to 
keep 
their feet. Although Mrs. Brubaker was 
badly affected she rallied quicker than 
her husband. 
Dinglo and others were 
able to drag the helpless ones out of 
the zone of the escaping gas. 


FUMIGATOR IS GASSED. 
An accident of a similar nature hap­ 
pened in the Covina district Wednes­ 
day night, when Roy White, an opera­ 
tor for the Houser-Ohaver 
Company, 
was overcome while filling a generating 
machine from the supply tank. 


Follow-workers in the gang, who were 
pulling tents, noticed the smell of gas 
and shouted to White, but got no an­ 
swer. 
In a little while, one of them ap­ 
proaching the place where White had 
been at work, found him on the ground. 
In a few minutes he would have been 
dead. 
He was brought to Covina and 
doctors worked over him until he was 
brought to consciousness. He is re­ 
covering slowly. He still has inter­ 
mittent attacks of vortigo and nausea. 


Among others who have been badly 
gassed are three men from Covina who 
have been working in Fullerton. 
John 
Wells, Ory Gant and " K i n k " Under­ 
wood were all put out of commission 
one night this week. 


One full drum of liquid gas exploded 
in n Covina orchard this week, and ano­ 
ther one exploded recently. 
The ex­ 
pansion of gas from natural heat makes 
it very dangerous. 
Every attempt is 
made to keep the drums cool by wrap 
ping in wet sacks.

CALIFORNIA FRUIT GROWERS' 


EXCHANGE ANNUAL REPORT 


Shipments of oranges ami grapefruit 
from California for the year 
ending 
August SI, 191S, were 10,456 
carloads 
and of lemons 5777 carloads, making 
a total of 25,233 carloads, according to 
the annual report of E. G. Dczcll, act­ 
ing general manager of the Califor­ 
nia Fruit Growers Exchange. For the 
crop year the total shipments will fi­ 
gure about thirty-eight per cent of the 
previous season. The shortage was due 
to the extreme hot weather of 
June 
3917, and resulted in extremely high 
prices being paid for the limited sup­ 
ply. Based on the Exchange's results, 
this year's citrus 
crop 
will return 
$47,311,818.00 to California. 


Segregated, the figures on the past 
year's shipments show a twenty per 
cent crop of navel oranges, forty-seven 
per cent of a normal Valencia orange 
crop, seventy per cent of 
a 
normal 
yield of miscellaneous varieties, and 
seventy-one per cent of a normal lemon 
crop. 


The California Fruit Growers' Ex­ 
change, according to Mr. Dczcll's re­ 
port, handled seventy-six per cent of 
the shipments from the state. 
This is 
the largest percentage in recent years. 
The Exchange is a co-operative organ­ 
ization of 8,500 growers, who operate 
it at cost as a clearing house for their 
products. 
A remarkable record was re­ 
vealed in the statement (that " n o t 
a cent was lost during the year for 
uncollected bills, failures in business, 
or the transmission of 
funds," 
and 
while the Exchange in the last 
fifteen 
years has done a business of $262,000,- 
000.00, " t h e losses during that period 
from bad debts and all other causes 
have been less than $8,000 or about 
8-1000 of one per cent." 
The total 
average cost of the central and district 
Exchange marketing service was 6 1-2 
cents a box, or 1 1-4 per cent of the 
gross sales. In addition the Exchange ; 


as invested two cents per box on or­ 
ange, and four cents per box on lemons 
for advertising the " K u n k i s t " brand, 
and "keeping the delicious, healthful 
and useful qualities of California cit­ 
rus fruits before the public." 


" T h e 
results," says the report in 
referring to the extremely light crop 
and the cost of operation, "show the 
elasticity of the organization and its 
ability to meet unusual crop conditions 
without impairing its efficiency." 


With reference to lemons, the report 
notes that the production in Califor­ 
nia increased 282 per cent in the fif- 
ten years ending August 31, 1017, and 
forty-five per cent in the last five years. 
The young, non-bearing acrenge«is suf­ 
ficient 
to increase 
the 
lemon 
yield 
seventy-five per cent when the new ac­ 
reage comes into bearing. 
California 
will then be able not only to supply the 
full demand of the United States and 
Canada, but the consumption of lemons 
will need to be increased to absorb the 
domestic 
crop. The growers are de­ 
pending upon "intensive and consis­ 
tent 
advertising to increase the de­ 
mand to take care of the 
increased 
production in sight." 


The normal crop of Valencias is now 
substantially one-half as large as the 
navel orange crop, and double what it 
was seven years ago. The report pre­ 
dicts that within a few years the crop 
of Valencias will equal that of navels, 
which is normally about 33,000 car­ 
loads. 


During 
the season 
the traffic 
de­ 
partment of the Exchange 
collected 
10138 
railroad 
claims, 
aggregating 
$211,475.11. The, Fruit Growers' Sup­ 
ply Company 
handled 
a business of 
$3,532,500 in supplies for 
Exchange 
members. 
A separate company is be­ 
ing organized by Exchange shippers to 
manufacture 
low grade 
oranges and 
grapefruit 
into marmalade.

PUENTE BEAN GROWERS WILL 


RECEIVE HANDS0ME2RETURNS 


A remodelled bean warehouse, 200 by 
50 feet, built of brick, with, 
fireproof 
roof, and having a larger capacity than 
any warehouse in the valley, is being 
filled with cleaned and sacked beans 
,by the Puente Mercantile Company at 
Puente. 
1 I t is the olackeye' and Lady 
Washington 'crop that is coming 
in 
from about 6,000 acres planted between 
walnuts and citrus 
trees 
from 
the 
mountains on the north to the Puento 
foothills. 


While the acreage is somewhat larg­ 
er than last year, the entire yield will 
probably bo lighter than 
last 
year. 
Last year's crop was a very abnormal 
one. 
This year's crop is slightly un­ 
der normal, due to the climatic condi­ 
tions which did not come just right at 
the time the beans were sprouting, and 
also to heavy inroads made by the aphis 
and the Ted spider. 


The crop, however, is satisfactory, 
and only can be criticized by compar­ 
ing it with the crop of last year. There 
will be a good profits in this years 
crops. The grower will receive a min- 
imun price of ten cents per pound 
and all brokerage is done on a basis 
of seven percent net. This method of 
handling the product has removed all 
speculation and 
uncertainty. 
Tbe 


rancher knows what they are to receive, 
and the brokers all know exactly how 
much there is to be in it this month, the 
next month, and until the crop is off 
the market. 


Nearly all the bean yield of the val­ 
ley is being brought to the warehouse, 
of the Puente Mercantile 
Company, 
as this concern has the best cleaning 
machinery to be found 
anywhere in 
Southern California. 
The concern al­ 
so cleans beans that eome from other 
localities. 
New and modern 
machin­ 
ery has been installed, the concern now- 
having three large cleaning machines in 
operation. 
The warehouse has been re­ 
built and lengthened at a cost of $8000. 


When beans were grown by the local 
ranchers at a price of less than four 
cents per pound, there was a little pro­ 
fit in it, and it paid to plant them be­ 
tween the trees. Now the price is ten 
cents, and although the difference in 
price does not by any means represent 
the difference in profit, the growers 
are certainly making a good thing out 
of beans this year. 
Last year they re­ 
ceived more money, the price being 
twelve cents or better.

•we are following is essential, or whe­ 


ther it is based on an abnormal demand 
for some luxury. 
This draft of men 
up to forty-five is not for the purpose of 
putting 
soldiers into 
service, 
except­ 
ing in the most secondary way. Not 
more than a million of this 
week's 
draft will actually don the uniform as 
a combat soldier. 
This draft is for the 
complete readjustment and reorganiza­ 
tion of the industries through a shift­ 
ing of man-power. 


Unless a man is actually engaged in 
growing foodstuffs that are of the first 
importance for the sustaining of life, 
he cannot truthfully be called a farmer, 
and if he is not a farmer he docs not 
belong in the essential class of farm in­ 
dustry. A man may be in the busi­ 
ness of. delivering commodities with a 
truck, but if the commodities are non­ 
essential he ought to be in the army 
other things permitting. 


Personally, -we believe that an enor­ 
mous percentage of our industrial life 
is based on needless wants. It is a 
common condition 
that 
accompanies 
prosperity over a long period of time. 
The things that we can get along with- 
'out are far in excess of the things that 
^re'actually must have., 
One very 
lovable 
and estimable 
lady 
w a s 
have. 
One very estimable lady was 
very much exercised the other day be- 


firm believer in liberal and intelligent 
fertilization. 
And in the same ratio 
this 
valley has learned the benefits 
from and the necessity for annual fumi­ 
gation. 
.Some older localities are still 
debating the question of annual fumi­ 
gation, and the prolonging of this de­ 
bate is losing money for them every 
year. 
There are groves everywhere in 
the citrus districts of the state that arc 
fumigated and fertilized properly, but 
there is no section of the citrus-grow­ 
ing acreage where 
the intensivcly- 
carcd-for acreage is so large as in this 
particular section.

than justify this policy. 


The man who stands ready to spend 


an extra fifty dollars per acre^over and 
above what he has been spending in the 
past, is the man who is going to win 
heavily in the years to come, according 
to a statement by one of the biggest 
and wisest growers in the state. It 
will be the man who understands the 
results that can be obtained from liber­ 
al fertilization and annual 
fumigation 
who will win. Almost enough care and 
feeding for a grove is nearly as bad 
as almost a victory by an army. Al­ 
most a victory may mean an actual 
defeat, and in the orange and lemon 
business the man who spends almost 
enough and doesn't get the returns, is 
defeated.

CONSCIENCELESS OBSTRUCTORS.^ 


In days gone by prohibition workers. 
fought liquor by moving the sympathe­ 
tic chords of the heart. 
Booze was 
pictured as the mortal antangonist of 
home, love and success; and the picture 
was never painted black enough. But 
the days of sentiment are passing, and 
values are determined by the relation­ 
ship of the subject to food, transpor­ 
tation, labor, finance, and other sinews 
of war. 


Booze is indicted as being the great­ 
est single impediment to a speedy, over­ 
whelming, 
and permanent 
victory. 
The jury is our "horse sense," and the 
evidence is an array of indisputable 
facts. 


First count: 
Booze 
destroys six 
times as much food in one year as the 
submarines destroyed in the first twelve 
months of their activities. 
The defen­ 
dants themselves, the brewers, in their 
year book, say that 2,949,249,292 bus­ 
hels of grain were used in their manu- 
faeturics 
last year. The beer indus­ 
try alone is using the equivalent of 
5,000,000 good loaves of bread a day. 


Then perhaps unwittingly we compare

FERTILIZATION-FUMIGATION. 


There is no citrus section of South­ 
ern California so uniformly in 
good 
condition as the San Gabriel 
Valley, 
taking in the shipping points of Azusa, 
Glendora, Charter Oak and Covina. 
This statement has been made a num­ 
ber of times during the past year by 
field men of the California Fruit Grow­ 
ers Exchange and of other shipping con­ 
cerns and ^associations. The percen­ 
tage of crop last year was higher than 
in other sections east of UB, and the 
crop for the coming year promises to 
he higher in percentage. 


A part of the reason for this is found 
in the fact that the intense heat-wave 
of last year did not damage the trees 
and fruit of the Covina valley as badly 
an was the case in some of the local­ 
ities to the east. 
There is a question 


whether this was due to the tempera­ 
ture going higher to the east, nearer 
the desert, or whether the trees in the 
Covina valley were in a better resis­ 
tant 
condition.
